No  one  who  has  not  seen  these  magnificent  flowers  can  have  any  conception 
of  their  sumptuous  beauty.  Alasnam,  early,  tall,  vigorous,  with  huge  flowers 
of  warm  self  yellow,  follows — sometimes  precedes — King  Alfred.  Warwick 
is  also  early,  very  lasting,  of  a  rich,  glowing  gold.  Aerolite  blooms  early  but 
remains  in  good  condition  when  most  midseason  varieties  are  nearly  over.  It  is 
a  large,  well-proportioned  flower  of  rare  finish.  Whistler,  Apotheosis,  and 
Youth  (our  addition  to  this  year’s  list  of  trumpets)  are  all  marvels  of  size  and 
purity  of  color.  Dawson  City  is  a  flower  of  good  substance  with  a  smooth, 
neat  appearance,  Royalist  is  faultless  in  form.  It  is  one  of  the  late  ones,  and 
its  texture  is  indescribably  fine.  Lord  Wellington,  also  late,  is  a  noble  flower 
of  great  height  and  richness  in  color.  Again  we  recommend  it  without  reserve. 
Matamax,  deep  gold,  is  the  last  one  to  bloom.

La  V  estale  and  Mrs.  E.  H.  Krelage,  with  their  height  and  fine  substance, 
are  outstanding  among  the  large,  white  trumpets.  Beers heba  is  a  truly  great 
flower.  Its  magnificent,  perfectly  flat  perianth  stands  at  right  angles  to  its 
beautiful  formed  trumpet.  It  is  early,  vigorous,  a  free  bloomer.  Lovenest  is 
one  of  the  few  “pink”  daffodils.  The  soft  ivory  of  its  trumpet  deepens  to  apricot 
pink.  It  is  a  large  flower  of  fine  quality,  early,  and  very  lasting. 

Mrs.  Robert  Sydenham,  a  charming  little  flower,  is  suitable  for  the  rock 
garden,  as  is  W.  P.  Milner,  an  exquisite  and  early  daffodil.  Moschatus  of 
Haworth,  a  species  from  Spain,  is  white  and  dainty,  and  grows  about  six 
inches  high.

Aeolus,  an 
enormous  but  finely  proportioned  flower,  is  early.  Glory  of  Sassenheim  has 
never  lost  its  deserved  popularity.  The  latest  variety  to  bloom  is  Silvanite,  a 
striking  new  variety  with  broad  overlapping  perianth  of  creamy  white,  and  a 
canary  yellow  trumpet,  strong,  but  graceful  in  habit.  Moira  O’Neil  is  a  splen¬ 
did  novelty  of  English  origination.  It  is  early,  tall,  free-flowering,  with  clear 
yellow  trumpet  and  very  white  perianth.  Rockery  Beauty  is  a  delicious  little 
flower.  Its  miniature  proportions  are  perfect,  and  its  tiny,  yellow  cup  and  snow 
white  perianth  have  real  charm  and  distinction.  Especially  recommended.

Bernardino  and  Croesus  hold  their  own  against  all  newcomers.  Eucinius, 
tall  and  strong,  yellow  gold,  has  wonderful  lasting  qualities.  The  wide,  shallow, 
yellow  cup  of  Alceste  is  in  vivid  contrast  with  its  dazzling  white,  overlapping 
perianth.  Francisca  Drake’s  flowers  stand  well  above  the  foliage.  The 
perianth  is  pure  white  and  reflexed,  with  pale  gold  at  the  base  of  the  segments. 
The  widely  frilled  and  fluted  yellow  cup  deepens  to  flaming  orange-red.  Mil¬ 
ford-Haven  is  of  the  same  general  character  as  Francisca  Drake  but  with  a 
better  perianth  and  much  later.  Both  varieties  are  unusually  strong  growing. 
John  Evelyn  is  very  large  and  yet  of  exquisite  quality.  The  overlapping 
perianth  is  pure  white,  and  the  shallow,  canary  yellow  cup  is  fluted  to  its  base. 

Golden  Frilled  is  a  beautiful  and  useful  flower.  It  is  early,  vigorous  and 
lasting,  and  a  rich  yellow  in  color.  Donatello’s  immense  flower  is  showy  and 
striking.  Red  Cross  during  its  long  season  of  bloom  dominates  the  border. 
The  great  height  of  its  strong  stems  easily  carry  the  immense  flowers  with  its 
well-proportioned  perianth  and  glowing  orange-red  cup.  Pilgrimage  is  a  giant 
Incomparabilis  of  a  rich,  self  yellow,  of  great  substance,  waxy  texture  and 
superb  quality.  Golden  Pedestal  (this  year’s  addition  to  our  list  of  Incom¬ 
parabilis)  is  a  recent  introduction  from  England.  The  unusually  broad  perianth 
and  nicely  frilled  cup  of  this  fine  flower  are  of  the  same  clear  yellow.  It  is  a 
strong  grower.

Masterpiece,  an  exquisite  flower  with  individuality,  and  Queen  of  Hearts 
are  small.  Queen  of  Hearts  is  early,  a  gay  flower  with  its  white  perianth  in 
contrast  with  its  bright  red  cup. 

Anna  Croft’s  huge  flower,  borne  on  tall  stems,  has  a  soft  yellow  perianth 
and  an  unusually  large  trumpet  for  a  Barrii  of  dark  yellow  shading  to  red. 
Bath’s  Flame  is  a  brilliant  and  showy  variety,  with  its  flowing,  yellow  perianth, 
and  cup  deeply  edged  with  bright  red.  Bonfire  is  a  great  beauty.  The  perianth 
segments  are  long  and  ivory-colored  and  the  cup  is  orange-scarlet.  Brightling 
is  a  gorgeous  flower.  The  tremendous  stem  carries  a  great,  facing  bloom  with 
primrose  perianth  and  large,  frilled,  orange-red  crown.  Diana  Kasner,  mid¬ 
season  to  late,  is  a  giant  of  substance  and  beautiful  quality.  Firetail  with  its 
broad,  white  perianth  surrounding  a  frilled  cup  of  brilliant  scarlet  is  one  of  the 
very  best  of  its  type,  both  for  show  and  for  the  border.  Cady  Diana  Manners 
has  finish  and  refinement.  The  perianth  is  white  and  the  cup  is  deeply  rimmed 
with  dark  red.  An  outstanding  variety  is  Red  Shadow.  It  has  a  bold  appear¬ 
ance  and  is  a  strong  grower.  The  perianth  is  creamy  yellow  and  the  cup  is 
dark  yellow  with  scarlet  rim.  Alcida,  very  free  bloomer,  Pride  of  Virginia, 
brilliant  and  beautiful,  and  Shackleton,  large  and  graceful,  are  all  three 
dazzling  flowers  growing  very  tall.  They  close  the  great  succession  of  these 
giant  Barrii.

In  the  Leedsii  we  reach  a  class  in  which  perhaps  the  greatest  advance  has  been 
made  by  hybridizers.  The  refinement  and  purity  of  color  of  these  flowers  give 
them  great  charm.  Mrs.  Nette  O’Melveny,  a  short-cupped  Leedsii,  is  a  glori¬ 
fied  Queen  of  the  North — tall,  vigorous,  grand  in  quality  and  endurance. 


In  the  giant  Leedsii,  of  which  we  offer  noble  examples,  Crystal  Queen,  over¬ 
lapping,  with  its  height,  its  fine  substance,  its  carriage  and  large  size,  is  per¬ 
haps  from  the  gardener’s  point  of  view  the  most  useful  in  general  commerce. 
Mrs.  Percy  Neale  is  an  outstanding  daffodil.  It  has  a  broad,  symmetrical, 
snow  white  perianth,  and  short,  widely  opened  trumpet  with  imbricated  rim. 
It  is  very  tall,  midseason  to  late,  and  has  almost  unequaled  endurance  both  in 
the  border  and  as  a  cut  flower.  Phyllida  is  enchanting.  The  delicate  green 
at  the  base  of  its  frilled,  rather  deep,  pale  primrose  cup  gives  it  a  delicious  cool¬ 
ness  and  freshness.  Louis  Capet  is  a  perfect  flower — in  proportion,  quality, 
texture,  and  above  all,  charm.  After  thorough  trial  we  can  find  no  fault  in  it. 
Very  late  comes  Her  Grace  with  its  broad,  overlapping  perianth,  and  finely 
modeled,  ivory  crown. 

We  offer  seven  new  English  introductions — all  of  great  beauty  and  fine  qual¬ 
ity.  White  Nile  is  very  early,  very  tall — an  aristocratic  and  lovely  flower  on 
which  the  eye  rests  with  perfect  satisfaction.  Mitylene  carries  on  its  tall, 
strong  stem  a  large  flower  of  finest  form.  The  shallow  saucer  of  its  pale  lemon 
cup  is  in  perfect  proportion  to  its  broad,  white  perianth.  Tenedos  is  an  im¬ 
mense  flower  of  thick  and  smooth  texture.  When  first  open  the  trumpet  is 
cream,  but  the  whole  flower  soon  passes  to  dazzling  white.  White  Sentinel 
has  a  pure  white,  overlapping  perianth  of  great  substance,  and  a  smooth,  saucer¬ 
shaped,  primrose  cup.  It  is  late,  free  flowering,  vigorous,  and  increases  rapidly. 
Ettrick  is  also  late.  It  is  almost  a  trumpet  and  blooms  when  nearly  all  the 
white  trumpets  are  over.  It  is  a  distinguished  flower.  Mystic  and  Fairy 
Circle  are  the  essence  of  finish  and  refinement.  The  flat,  white  crown  of 
Mystic  shades  to  soft  apple-green  in  the  center  and  is  edged  with  a  narrow  rim 
of  pinkish  orange.  Fairy  Circle  is  an  exquisite,  little  flower.  It  has  a  per¬ 
fectly  flat,  much  overlapping,  white  perianth,  and  broad,  also  perfectly  flat  eye 
which  is  white  with  a  clearly  defined  pink  rim.  It  is  the  daintiest  of  all  the 
Leedsii.

Undine,  the  first 
to  bloom,  is  a  delightful  little  flower,  suitable  for  the  rock  garden.  The  snowy 
white  flowers,  two  to  a  stem,  have  narrow  cups  which  gives  this  variety  the 
appearance  of  a  white  Queen  of  Spain.  Queen  of  Spain  is  a  natural  hybrid 
of  Triandrus  Albus.  Both  trumpet  and  gracefully  reflexing  perianth  are  deli¬ 
cate,  canary  yellow.  It  is  charming  in  the  rock  garden.  Pearly  Queen  is  quite 
distinct.  It  has  two  to  three  flowers  to  a  stem,  white  perianth  and  short, 
straight,  clear  yellow  trumpet— a  strong  grower  and  free-flowering. 


Stoke  is  a  new  Triandrus  hybrid  originated  by  the  famous  English  hybridizer, 
the  late  Mr.  P.  D.  Williams.  The  flower,  usually  two  to  a  stem,  opens  a  uni¬ 
form,  soft  primrose.  The  perianth  gradually  changes  to  creamy  white,  and  the 
trumpet  deepens  in  color.  It  has  endurance  beyond  any  other  daffodil  known  to 
us,  keeping  its  perfect,  crisp  freshness  through  every  vicissitude  of  weather  and 
for  an  incredible  length  of  time.  Its  carriage,  foliage,  and  constitution  are  all 
good.

The  Jonquils  with  their  rush  like  foliage,  entire  hardiness  and  delicious  frag¬ 
rance,  form  a  fascinating  group.  Jonquilla  Simplex  is  the  smallest  and 
daintiest.  Orange  Queen  is  probably  the  darkest  of  all  daffodils.  There  is 
quite  a  jump  from  these  two  small  varieties  to  Golden  Sceptre,  tall,  pure 
golden  yellow,  and  a  profuse  bloomer.  Later  and  even  handsomer  is  Tullus 
Hostilius — an  exquisite  shade  of  yellow  with  usually  three  flowers  to  a  stem. 
It  is  tall,  vigorous,  and  very  free  of  bloom.  White  Wedgewood  is  an  entirely 
different  type.  A  tall  stem  carries  exquisite,  rather  small  flowers  with  creamy 
white  perianth,  and  small,  straight  trumpet  of  pale  primrose. 

Lady  Hillingdon’s  lovely  flower  of  clear,  butter  yellow  is  borne  gracefully 
on  a  long  stem  above  attractive  foliage — a  most  distinguished  flower.  It  is  a 
good  propagator  as  is  Chrysolite,  a  new  Jonquil  trumpet  of  large  size  which 
generally  has  one  flower  of  pure  gold  to  a  stem.  Numa  Pompilius  is  a  flower 
of  very  rich  coloring — an  intense  buttercup  gold.  It  is  very  vigorous  and  in¬ 
creases  rapidly.  We  recommend  it  highly.

The  above  varieties  of  Poetaz  have  been  selected  from  many  others  as  being 
the  most  useful  and  effective  for  cutting  and  for  the  border.  Aspasia,  a  good 
white  with  yellow  eye,  is  early  and  vigorous.  Laurens  Koster  follows,  also 
white  but  with  an  orange  eye.  It  is  vigorous  and  a  most  reliable  variety. 
Orange  Cup,  pale  yellow  fading  to  creamy  white  with  conspicuous  orange 
crown,  is  early,  profuse  and  dependable — a  showy  and  useful  flower.  Helios  is 
also  early  and  free  blooming,  with  pale  yellow  perianth  and  yellow  cup.  Scarlet 
Gem  is  a  fine  thing.  The  perianth  is  pure  gold  with  solid,  deep  red  eye.  The 
tall  stems  carry  from  four  to  six  florets.  Medusa,  midseason  to  late,  is 
strikingly  beautiful.  It  has  great  height  and  its  stem  usually  carries  two  lovely 
florets  with  smooth,  white  perianth  and  scarlet  cup  which  does  not  fade. 
Glorious  is  unquestionably  the  finest  Poetaz.  It  is  very  early,  and  its  tall 
stems  carry  two  or  three  beautiful  florets  almost  as  large  as  a  Poeticus — white 
perianth  and  brilliant  orange-scarlet  cup.

Ornatus  is  a  very  early  Poeticus,  usually  a  month  in  advance  of  Recurvus. 
The  pure  white  of  Recurvus  (Pheasant  Eye)  has  never  been  surpassed  and  its 
strong  sweet  scent  makes  it  very  popular.  These  two  varieties  are  most  suitable 
for  naturalizing  and  have  not  been  displaced  by  the  numerous  and  fine  hybrids 
derived  from  them.  Of  the  later,  Juliet  and  Laureate  are  exquisite  examples. 
Edwina  is  a  very  large-flowered  Poeticus  of  medium  height.  It  is  early  for  a 
Poeticus.  The  broad,  over-lapping  petals  of  its  white  perianth,  its  charmingly 
colored  eye,  its  fine  form  and  substance  make  it  the  greatest  acquisition.  Snow 
King  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  all  Poeticus  varieties.  The  broad  perianth 
is  glistening  white  and  the  cup  has  a  wide,  red  edge.  It  has  fine  carriage,  good 
quality,  and  wonderful  texture.

Each  stem  of  Cheerfulness  carries  from  four  to  five  florets  like  miniature 
gardenias.  There  is  a  suggestion  of  gold  at  the  base  of  the  petals  which  gives  a 
delicious  warmth  to  this  lovely  flower.  Primrose  Phoenix  is  full  double  of 
soft  yellow.  The  Pearl  is  a  small,  delicately  colored  double  of  great  charm  and 
personality.  Twink,  a  novelty  already  famous,  has  petals  alternating  white  and 
soft  primrose  with  a  center  of  brilliant  orange.  It  is  tall,  free  flowering  and 
very  decorative.  Holland’s  Glory  carries  on  long,  stout  stems  its  magnificent 
flower,  like  a  fine  double  rose  of  an  exquisite  shade  of  yellow.  Jonquilla  fl.  pl. 
(Queen  Anne’s  daffodil  of  old  Virginia  gardens)  is  very  small,  very  double  and 
deliciously  scented. 

Daphne,  Snowsprite,  and  Albus  Plenus,  the  double  Poeticus,  are  all  white 
doubles,  all  three  exquisite.  Daphne  is  a  fairy  flower,  almost  like  a  small, 
white  carnation.  Snowsprite,  also  pure  white,  is  not  so  double  as  Daphne, 
and  is  taller  and  later.  Almost  the  last  daffodil  to  bloom  is  Albus  P.  O.  This 
double  looks  like  a  large  gardenia  and  is  almost  as  sweetly  scented.  It  is  a 
beautiful  climax  to  the  daffodil  season.

These  two  daffodils  have  been  naturalized  in  Virginia  for  over  two  centuries. 
Early  Viriinia  is  a  graceful  medium-sized  trumpet.  It  is  very  free-flowering 
when  established  and  blooms  ordinarily  from  two  to  three  weeks  before  any 
other  trumpet.  Biflorus,  one  of  the  last  daffodils  to  bloom,  is  a  handsome 
Poeticus  with  two  florets  to  the  stem  and  is  deliciously  fragrant.
